STAR ROUTE BRIBERY. 


Affidavits that the Attorney-General 
Attempted to Corrupt the Jury. 
Wasainaton, October 15. 

The Post te-morrow morning will 
publish an interview with Colonel 
Robert G. Ingersoll, embodying a 
pumber of affidavits which he makes 
public for the purpose of showing that |. 
several of the jurymen in the late star 
route trial were corruptly approached 
by employes of the Department of 
Justice; that these employes regu- 
larly reported their proceedings from 
day to day to the department or some 
officer thereof. The d rat uffidavit given 
isone made by Wm. Knox Brown, 
one of the jurors, on the 12th inst., as 
follows: 

“Wm. Knox Brown, being duly 
sworn, says he was a juryman in what 
is known as the star route case; that 
during the trial of said case ore 


Arthur Payne came to affiant’s house 
and left a note, saying he wished to 
see affiant. Affiant afterwards saw 
said Payne, and Payne said a man had 
asked him if he could say anythin 
that he wished and that he had tol 
the man he could say anything to this 
afflant. Payne then took out a pa 
and handed it to affiant to read. The 

aper was an agreement with F. H. 

all, to be signed by affiant, to the 
effect that if affiant and Thomas Mar. 
tin, also one of the jury, should vote 
to convict defendants in the star route 
case, or if affiants should hang the 
jury, then affiant was to receive $2,500. 
Affiant read the paper and then said 
to Arthur Payne, ‘I am going accord- 
ing to evidence.

Fall also stated that he wanted two 
or three men to work under him, who 
would make daily reports to him, and 
if Nelson was emplo; oyed by him it 
would be in the capacity of special de- 
tective; that one part of Nelson's duty 
would be to watch jurymen and see 
that no person tampered with them. 
Nelson swears subsequently that he 
went with Fall to the Attorney-Gen- 
eral's office, and there met Brewster 
and Cameron. Fall told Cameron he 
thought Nelson's services would be 
available, and Cameron informed 
Nelson he would be placed on the 
rolls of the department at $50 per 
month. Nelson was to receive in- 
structions from Fall some days later, 
or about the first of July. Fall in- 
structed Nelson to see jurors Brown 
and Martin, two colored jururs, and 
say to them if they would vote for the 
conviction of Dorsey and Brady they 
would be well paid for it and both 
have good places at once after the 
trial. Nelson swears Fall informed 
him that he (Fall) was authorized by 
the proper parties to say this. He 
was also instructed by Fall to watch 
Dorsey and Brady and see who they 
were connected with at all times. 

Wa. R. Laws, a citizen of Wash- 
ington, swears that Fall approached 
him aod endeavored to employ him to 
obtain evidence if one of the star 
route jurors had accepted a bribe in 
another case, and to make an ee- 
ment that in case the jury could not 
be broken, to induce one or more of 
them to vote for convicting defendants, 
so that the worst that could happen 
to the rnment would bea hung 
jury. Fall, Laws swears, claimed to 
be in the employ of the Government

HIGH-PRICED BEEF.

How a Few Dollars May be Saved on 
A Farm. 


Owing to various causes the price 
of beef has gone up very rapidly in the 
last year, and the cause which sent it 
up will keep it at a good round figure 
for many years. The offal of farms, 
now wasted, would feed many cattle. 


But not only will the price of beef 
keep up, but mutton and pork must 
follow. There is hardly any product 
so profitable as pork at five cents on 
foot, and the outlook promises that it 
will remain at about that figure for 
some years to come. See how many 
hogs a little alfalfa patch will 
keep until the stubble is ready to 
fatten them. How many thousand 
acres of stubble went to waste this 
year? Stock cattle and sheep will 
live on straw, and it costs less than a 
dollar a ton to stack straw so that it 
will last for years, There is more 
money in attending to saving these 
things than in attempting to plant ina 
wastetul manner great areas of wheat. 
And besides, a system of stock-growing 
keeps the land from wearing out. 
Pasturing always improves land. These 
things are worth the earnest considera- 
tion of the farmers of the country.
